pense of theirfuture. Itis perfectly certain 
that if this kind of thing goes on indefinitely, 
the Tories, as a party, must lose ground in the 


country much more rapidly than they 
are doing.

PRANZ 


The Murderer of Marie Begnault in La Ro. 
quette Prison—His Daily Life. 

Special cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, July 20.—Pranzini occupies the cell in 
La Roquette Prison in whieh Rossel, the mur- 
derer of the landlady of theGay-Lussac cafe, 
was until lately incarcerated. On his arrival 
at the jail the Governor told him that the rules 
were very severe, but that if he had any com- 
plaints to make they would reach him at once. 
Pranzini immediately replied that he would 
give no trouble. He is watched day and 
night by two officials, and every precaution is 
taken against the possibility of his commit- 
ting suicide. His meals are cut up for him in 
the kitchen, and he is only allowed the use of 
a wooden spoon. Pranzini passes his time in 
smoking and reading and in walking in the 
grounds ofthe prison. His favorite author is 
Eugene Sue, with whose works he has asked 
to be regularly supplied.

A CRISIS IMMINENT. 

BUCHAREST, July 20.~—I¢ is reported from 
Russian sources that the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment has arrested M. Radoslavoff, Premier 
and Minister of the Interior in the Cabinet 
just superseded. The arrest is said to have 
been made on a charge of treason. The new 
ministry, it is reported, will not at present 
venture to enter Sofia. The Ministers are said 
to be afraid of the opposition of the army to 
the new Government.

A DIVERSITY OF OPINION. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 20.—There is a diver- 
sity of opinion in the Dominion Cabinet as to 
the advisability of the Government’s sending 
Sir Alexander Campbell, Governor of Ontario, 
to Newfoundland to negotiate with that 
colony on her purposed entry into 
the Dominion and forming part of the 
union of the British North American 
provinces. The protest, it is understood, 
comes from the Minister of Finance, Sir 
Charles Tupper, who holds that the alliance, 
in view of the destitute and embarrassed state 
of the colony, would only throw an additional 
‘responsibility upon the almost depleted 
treasury of the Dominion. Sir Alexander 
Campbell’s mission,evidentiy, will be product- 
ive of no good result.

When asked concerning this 
to-day the Comptroller said: ‘‘The statement 
gives a wroug impression. I don’t say that

leventh street, which has just been sprinkled, 
and there is Chestnut street which is dry.

In the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House another view of the subject was taken. 
The committee held thatthe granite streets 
would be in better condition if they were not 
swept so frequently. A coating of one-quarter 
or one-half an inch of sand or dust well 
sprinkled. would save the street and make 
driving much more safe. To this the Comp- 
troller agreed. He said: ‘‘Sprinkling tne 
swept granite is unnecessary. I observed this 
myself. Standing here the other day I saw a 
sprinkling cart go up and down twice. The 
street was flooded so that the water ran off in 
the gutters on either side, but inless than one- 
half an hour it was dry.’’ 

THE MOST IMPORTANT ITEM 
for the consfderation of the Conference Com- 
mittee to-day was the street sprinkiine appro- 
priation. On the action of the committee to- 
day the success of the plan greatly depended, 
and to defeat this Delegates Stone and Sul 
van, with a vehemence entirely out of propor- 
tion with the alleged reason, did great work 
to-day. Comptroller Campbell, who 
has opposed the street-sprinkling ap- 
propriation from the beginning on grounds 
only satisfactory to himselt and those opposed 
to the plan, made no mention of the ordinance 
in his bill. He made no allowance for such 
an expense as sprinkling the streets during 
the present suinmer. When this was sub- 
mitted to the Council they cut down the esti- 
mates he had made for the various depart- 
ments and devoted the savings, amounting 


to $195,000, to sprinkling the streets. When 
this bill reached the House Committee 
on Ways and Means, this sum was 
cut down to £80,000 on the statement 


from President Flad of the Board of Public 
Improvements, that the sprinkling could be 
done for three months, from August 15 to 
November 15. Col. Flad was not asked con- 
cerning the expenses for the remainder of the 
fiscal year nor did he give any estimate. The 
Council intended that the money should pay 
for the sprinkling this summer and forthe 
season from March to April 9, 1888, when 
the next fiscal ear begins. The 
House Committee fixed the appropriation at 
$50,000 and to-day when asked whvthey had 
made certain increases could only say Oh, 
we haa that amount over, sowe divided it

was sent to jail to serve his fine 
out. After he had been in the 


institution a short time the Supreme Court 
also affirmed the decision of the Criminal 
Court, sentencing him to six months in the 
Work-house for advertising Louisiana State 
Lottery tickets for sale. Under this latter 
sentence Kaub, who had not 
a month in jail, was taken to 
Work-house. There he remained until his 
time was up afew days ago, when he was re- 
leased. He shouid have been returned to jail 
to serve out his $1,000 fine, but by mistake 
the Work-house had not been informed of the 
other execution against Kaub, and so let him 
go entirely. , 

The Post-DISPATCH published the facts of 
the occurrence at the time, together with the

PROSECUTING-ATTORNEY CLAIBORNE.

alias capias. He says he spoke to both 
Judge Noonan and  Prosecuting- Attorney 
Claiborne about obtaining ome, but 
wus told by them that the Sheriff 
had nothing further to do with the ease, and 
to let the matter give him no further on- 
oern. Prosecuting-Attorney Claiborfe 

stated to the Sheriff that the police could 

him, and forthis reason refused to ask the 
Court for an alias capias. The police state that 


it is none of their funeral, and as they 
have not been asked to make the 
arrest they have no intention of in- 


terfering. Mr. Bishop of ‘the Circuit Attor- 
ney's oflice holds that the man can only be ar- 
rested now on an alias capias, and says it is 
the duty of the Prosecuting Attorney of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, on being in- 
formed that the man is at large, either to is- 
sue it himself or call the attention of the Court 
to the matter and have the Court issue it. 

Neither Mr. Claiborne nor Judge Noonan 
evince any disposition to have the man brought 
to justice. If Kaub knew he would have to 
serve the fine out in jail he would certainly

A FATAL QUARBEL.

of the Jail Doors With Sentences Scarce 

More Severe Than a Repri — 
Cases of “‘Clemency”—A Startling Array 
of Fact ng Array 


The jail is being rapidly emptied by the 
prisoners entering pleas of guilty. Until a 
few years ago it was avery rare thing for a 
defendant to enter a plea of guilty, it only 
being done in the most desperate cases 
where the evidence was so convincing 
that there was no possible hope of anything 
butavery heavy sentence. When a plea of 
guilty was then entered, the defendant threw 
himselfupon the merey of the Court, hop- 


ana a 


ing to get a year or two knocked 
off his time for saving the State 
the trouble and expense of a trial. 


Lately, however, things have changed and a 
system of receiving pleas has sprung up in the 
Criminal Court. This method of doing busi- 
ness has grown so rapidly that it has almost 
entirely superseded the old way of trying 
cases, and now itis a rare thing for a case to 
go to trial in the Criminal Court 
at all. When an attorney secures a 
client he immediately opens up a dicker with 
the Circuit Attorney to have the man plead 
guilty and escape with extremely light pun- 
ishment. These negotiations are kept 
up until an agreement is finally arrived 
at between the representative of the State 
and the attorney for the defendant; then 
the prisoner is brought into court, pleads 
guilty to some low grade of crime, and 
on recommendation of the Cireuit Attorney 
is let off with some light sentence 
which has been previously agreed upon 


between the two attorneys. Instead 
of only securing a slight deduction 
from the extreme penalty of tho 


law asinformer years, defendants who now 
plead guilty invariably get off with merely 
nominal punishment. 

SAMPLE CASES. 

Thus a man charged with assault to kill, the 
punishment for which is from two to ten years 
in the penitentiary, generally pleads gullty to 
common assault and escapes with a fine of 
$100 and costs, which keeps him at the 
Work-house fortwo months or so. A man 
charged with robbery in the first degree, 
which is punishable by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary ,from ten years up to ninety-nine 
years, pleads guilty to attempted robbery and 
rarely ever gets more than two years in the 


penitentiary and frequently escapes 
aun K $100 une. For burglary 
and larceny, the lowest punishment 


for which is five years inthe penitentiary, a 
plea of plain larceny or attempted burglary is 
recetved, and the man let off with a two-years 
term, and not intrequently with a $100 fine, 
being permitted in these cases to plead guilty 


to petit larceny. In cases of rape, 
for which the punishment is not less 
than ten years’ imprisonment in the 


penitentiary, and for which the highest pun- 
ishment is hanging, the defendant pleads 
guilty to attempty@rape and gets two years in 
the penitentiary Soextensive has this plea 
business grown that there is 


ONE LAWYER 


at the Four Courts who does noth- 
ing else but secure pleas from 
clients. He never attempts to try «# 


case and it is bis proud boast that he has sent 

more men to the Penitentiary than all other 
members of the bar here combined. Frequent- 
ly he has five or six clients enter pleas in one 
day, and when the court is in session a 
day rarely passes without a plea being 
received from some of his clicnts. There are 

several other attorneys who have copied his 
tactics and never think of trying a case unless 
they secure a client who will not plead gullty. 
It is safe to say that this is the only placein 
thisor any other country which has attor- 
neys who do nothing but securing pleas 
of gulity from clients. Of course, this method 
of doing business cleans the jail out very rap- 

idly and enables the court to point to the 
number of cases disposed of by it, 
and with little Jack Horner, who 
pulled out a plum from his Christmas 
pie exciaim, ‘‘What a great boy am 1!“ When 
the jail was very crowded it was almost neces- 
sary to let off some of the prisoners with light 
punishment on condition that they should 
plead guilty, but now that the place 
contains but about 100 prisoners, about 
seventy-five of whom only are awaiting trial, 
it would appear that itis about time to stop 
the business and make criminals suffer for 
their offenses. At least this is the view taken 
by the police, who are very indignant 
over the manner in which men 
are let go in the most serious cases with 
scarcely any punishment. This plea business 
makes matters very easy for the Judge and 
Circuit Attorney, as they are relle ved of 
almost all labor by it, but it is very hard on the 
police and the people who suffer by the 
offenses of the criminals. The prosecuting 
witnesses in these cases are generally as loud 
in their condemnation of the method as the 
police and complaints are frequent but un- 
availing. For six months past there has not 
been an average of two cases a weck tried in 
the Criminal Court.

A Costly Blaze. 


CINCINNATI, July 2.—Briggs Swift’s old 
pork -house, on the northwest corner of Ninth 
and Sycamore streets, which was recently re- 
modelled for manufacturing purposes, burned 
this forenoon, involving a loss of $150,000. 
The fire started in the ice-cream freezer 
factory of the Gooch ezer Company, 
which occupied the first and second stories 
of the four-story structure.

Cutting Down Expenses. 


This morning the Conference Committee, 
composed of Councilmen Ganahl, Duross and 
Vogel, and Delegates Stone, Sullivan and 
Spelbrink met to consider the appropriation 


bill amendments made in the House, and 
in which the Council last night refused 
to concur. Councilman Ganahl presided. 
After a brief discussion it was decided to con- 
cur in the various amendments cutting down 
the appropriation for gas ten per cent 
in every account presented in the 
Comptroller's estimates. The first item over 
which the committeemen had any dificulty in 
arriving at the conclusion was the appropria- 
tion for house numbering. The original ap- 
propriation was for $5,000. The sum was cut 
down in the House to $3,000. This work 
has cost the city about $6,000 a year 
which is a considerable sum. After the de- 
bate it was decided to concur in the amenhd- 
ment. The Council also concurred in 
the appropriation tor Water - pipe 
to connect the city service with 
Forest Park for the purpose of giving 
the park a better water supply. The appro- 
priation of $40,000 for cleaning the granite and 
wood paved street was concurred in. When 
the item for special street — 2 Was 
reached the committee decided todo away with 
the appropriation entirely asit was agreed 
that tbe ordinances under which the offices 
were established were not enforced by the 
ofticers for whose salaries the committee was 
then providing. 


The Coal Contract. 


Last night the contract for supplying the 
Water-works with coal was set aside. The 
Girard Coal Company had been awarded the 
contract at 6 2-5 cents, but the Consolidated 


Coal Company claimed that they had not been 
notified of the letting and consequently 
had not bid. There was a suspicion that Harris 
Brothers, who presented a bid, represented the 
Consolidated Coal Company. On the report of 
the committee the Council decided last night 
not to approve of the contract, which will ac- 
cordingly be re-let. The argument used on the 
floor of the Council was that the city will 
save between $6,000 and $10,000 by setting aside 
the contract let to the Girard Company and ac- 
cepting new bids. 


They Will Pay. 


The Cable Company, through its attorney, 
Mortimer F. Taylor, made its return to the 
Comptroller late yesterday afternoon. The 
company refused to make returns heretofore. 


At the City Hall this was understood to mean 
that the company held that it was operating 
under the State law and was independ- 


ent of the city ordinances. - The 
action taken yesterday was in  conse- 
uence of the position taken dy 


the city officers, who refused to make any 
concessions to thecompany. The smallest re- 
quests had been refused, and it was very prob- 
able that the Mayor would take this ground to 
veto the Forest Park extension bill now in the 
House. The offletals regard the returns on 
cars, thirty-six cars, made yesterday, as an 
admission thatthe cable company admits the 
authority of the city over its management.

THAT WALK-OUT. 


The Forelady Explains. Why Fifteen Shoe- 
Stitchers Quit Work. 


Mr. C. E. Ramlose, proprietor of the shoe 
factory at No. 718 St. Charles street, claims 
that the fifteen shoe-stitching girls who quit 
and walked outof his shop had no legitimate 
reason for doing so. They are not members 
of the union,’’ said Mr. Ramlose to a reporter 
for the PosT-DISPATCH, ‘‘and the older stitch- 


ers, Who had more sense, had nothing to do 
with them. They claimed that the fore- 
woman gbused them, but this is not true. 
If there Was any abusing done it was done by 
the girls who paid no attention to ber de- 
mands. They wanted me to discharge her, 
but lwouldn’tiisten to it at all. The fact of 
the matter is that she is not able toabuse them 
and was never guilty of anything of the kind. 
The girls thought they would havea little fun 
among themselves by going out and getting 
their names into the paper, but they have no 
cause to complainatall. None of them were 
1 stitchers anyhow. They were earnin 
only from 8 to $5.50 a week an 
knew they were worth that much 
and no more, so that they made no complaint 
about wages. They only complained of the 
forewoman, and, I can assure you, that she 
did not deserve it. Come in here and she can 
talk for herself. 

The reporter was led into a large room fur- 
nished with a number of long benches at which 
were sitting about a dozen girls, all busy at 
machines ran by shafting beneath the table 
board. Theforewoman, Miss Mollie Keating, 
approached, and when asked to give her ver- 
sion of the story she said: 

„Lou must understand that the girls who 
have gone out are not, with oneor two ex- 
ceptions, members of the union, and they say 
that I abused them. I abuse them! That’s 
sheer nonsense. Why, it got so that I couldn’t 
look at them without their abusing me. They 
were alot of scarebrained girls who thought 
more of play than they did of work. The 
used to get together an squirt water at eac 
other, instead of working.’ 

Mr. Ramlose said that he would not permit 
the girls to return to work.

NO MORE SUNDAY LAW THIS YEAR, AT 
LEAST. 


The Supreme Court Cannot Pass Upon Noon- 
an’s Law Until Next Winter—City Coun- 
selor Bell Files a Return to the Police 
Board Mandamus—HMe Pleads Law in 

» Which He Does Not Believe—The Answer 
in Detail. 


City Counselor Bell this afternoon filed in 
the Circuit Court in behalf of the Police Board 
a return or answer to the alternative 
writ of mandamus issued on Monday at 
the petition of the advocates of the 
Sunday law enforcement. The case will 
be heard on Friday before Judge Valliant. 
The respondents, the Police Board, admit 
that the actof 1857 was passed bythe Legis- 
lature, and ordinances 4137, 4869 and 5421 were 
passed by the Common Council of St. Louis, 


and as provided by the charter of that 
time the Council published a revision 
of the ordinances of 15866, which 


contained the provisions set out relative to 
what ordinances should be continued in force 
and what should be repealed. The respond- 


{entsadmit that the said revision contained 


ordinance 5421, but not ordinance 4869. They 


admit that in 1871 the Common Council 
published another revision of the 
ordinances, which in ordinance 7624% 


in section 4of chapter 23 expressly repealed 
said ordinance 5421, and contained no other 
provision relative to the sale of wine and beer 
or distilled liquors in the city of St. Louis, but 
they deny as set out, that either ordinance 
5421 or the revision of ordinances in 1866 re- 
pealed by implication or otherwise ordinance 
4869. 

On the contrary they aver that asa matter 


of law, ordinance 4,869 continued in full force 
and effect as a valid and subsisting ordinance 
of the city notwithstanding said ordinance 
5421 and revision of 1866 until the act of 1887 
repealed the act of 1857. 

The respondents deny that no authority was 

iven by the vote of the people of St. Louis in 

858 to thecorporate authorities to grant per-

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TWICE RESTRAINED. 


A Grievance from thé Clayton Jail Submit- 
ted to Judge Thompson To-day. 


Judge Seymour D. Thompson heard this 
morning in chambers of the Court of Appeals 
the habeas corpus application of Jonn H. 
Schierhoff, a prisoner at the county jail at 
Clayton. This matter involves a case of a man 
being restrained of his liberty twice 
for one offense, or more strictly 
stating it, for non-payment of fine 


and costs in one and the same case. Schier- 
hoff was found guilty of assault on Peter Poto 
in November, 1885, and was sentenced to pay 
a fine of $100 and costs. A motion for a new 
trial was entered and bond was given for 
appearance. On the 2th of June, 1886, a 
motion to commute sentence was entered, and 
on the 2th of June the motion for new 
trial was overruled, andon the 29th of Novem- 
ber the motion to commute was overruled. 
On the l4th of February, 1887, execution issued 
for the fine, $100 and costse—$22. Having no

) Hints to Husbands.

Twice within a brief period young women 
in this city have committed suicide on account 
of the utter loneliness of their lives. One was 
a young woman who came from the country, 
and whose husband was obliged by his occu- 
pation to be absent all day and nearly all the 
evening. Homesickness was stronger than 
love, and the isolated girl-wife, a stranger in 
the great city, took her own life. On Thurs- 
day last Lily Schwabach, a wife but a month 
married, took a fatal dose of poison, leaving 
aletter professing love for her husband, but 
saying: ‘‘I asked you for a home, and you 
have said that a home is the only thing you 
cannot give me. 

As a matter of prudence it would be well for 
all young women who are asked in marriage 
to ascertain precisely what the circumstances 
and conditions of their life will be before tak- 
ing the irrevocable step. Had the young 
woman last mentioned done this she would 
have learned that she was expected to live 
down-town in apartments over her husband’s 
store. Ifthe prospect did not satisfy her she 
could have declined the ofter. Her pathetic 
letter, however, stating that she could not live 
so, and that her ‘‘only refuge is in death,’’ 
affords another illustration of the terrible iso- 
lation to which many wives are subjected. 

The incident may well serve as a reminder 
to husbands to share as much as possible and 
to relieve in all reasonable ways the lot of a 
wife thus separated from her family and 
friends. The man who goes out to his work 
and labors with companions, or encounters 
multitudes of people, is too apt to forget how 
differently the day must pass to the helpmeet 
confined to an apartment or shut up in two or 
three rooms. Thecry ofa woman’s heart for 
a home—which means to hera place in which 
to make a home—is one to which a man worthy 
ofa true wife will never turn a deaf ear. If he 
can not give her a home equal to her desires, 
he will at least not neglect her in the quarters 
that are the best he can provide. 


Social Uses of the Roof. 


From the New York Tribune. 

By slow degrees the people of New York are 
realizing the social capabilities of their house- 
tops. In the tenement house quarters, where 
stress of climate drives the inmates to seek 
every breath of air available during the sum- 
mer heats, the roof has long been made use 
of, though in a rude and primitive way, asa 
dormitory. A few far-sighted capitalists in 
erecting tall buildings down town have per- 
ceived the many advantages of the roof, and 
have prepared it for enjoyment. One theater 
has found its profitin putting a garden and 
promenade on its uppermost story, and many 
private heuse owners have become familiar 
with the retreat to their roofs asa relief from 
torridity and used-upair. But no systematic 
acceptation of the house-top as an important 
adjunct to comfort has occurred, and the fact 
only shows the force of conservatism. The 
summer climate of New York is quite as hard 
to bear as that of most Oriental cities, and 
the custom of spending many hours upon the 
house-top has obtained in the latter for ages. 
In Eastern countries nearly all sleeping is 
done upon the roofs, and parts of most even- 
ings are spent there by the majority. At 
night in such towns it often looks as though 
the population had retired from the streets 
to the housetops bodily. They eat and smoke 
and lounge and chat there. The wealthier 
people put up convenient awnings, with cur- 
tains and cushions and enjoy the cool night 
breezes. The poor live quite as much on the 
tops of their houses, if not with such luxu- 
rious appointments. With us one serious 
drawback is that so many ot our roofs are not 
adapted to such uses, and that they are in 
fact built too closely onthe modelof cold- 
climate domiciles. In the course of time there 
is reason to believe thatsome change for the 
better will take place. 


The Flannel Shirt Fad.

We printed yesterday a frank statement of 
failure by a man who had undertaken to wear 
a flannel shirt instead of a white shirt during 
the summer. His failure was owing, as he 
said, to the lack of promised supportfrom sup- 
posititious friends, chiefly artists and litter 
ateurs.

That was a capital hit of Lord Salisbury, the 
Tory Premier, when he said that the Irish 
were merely ‘‘a burdensome engagement upon 
the soll.

From 1837 to 1887 the population of England in- 
creased 88 per cent, and that of Scotland 60 per 
cent, while the population of Ireland suffered 
the startling deeline of 40 per cent.

The rate of 
decay is now increasing, and in the next de- 
cade, or atmosta quarter century, England 
expects to have the soil of Ireland utterly free 
ofthe Hibernian race, and opening up a new 
paradise for the expansion of the English. To 
this end the Government is systematically 
making Jreland as hot as possible to the Irish, 
and is even paying out her dearly loved 
money to aid in their deportation.

DISCOURAGING TO TAX-PAYERS.

It 
is wonderful that any officers can be found to 
undertake the charge of the engines under 
such preposterous conditions, asthe delay of 
a second would cause a bad accident. All ves- 
sels have their engines stopped before alter- 
ing the speed in this way, andthe royal yachts 
ought to follow the usual practice.

QUICKER THAN LIGHTNING. 


A Pennsylvania Farmer’s Hard Tussle to 
Trap a Big Catamount. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatcna. 

LUMBERTON, Pa., July 20.—George Gilpin, a 
farmer living near this village, brought to 
Justice of the Peace Green’s office yesterday 
three enormous catamounts on which he col- 
lected the bounty of N each. One of them 
was nearly five feet in length, and the others 
were four feet. One of them could have car- 
ried off asheep with ease, and they had been

The — of the three, said Gilpin, I 
discovered, made his home in a cave in the 
mountain back of my farm, and on Saturday 
Isaw bimgo out on a foraging expedition. 
While he was out I slipped a strong steel trap 
in the cave, and during the dayI had it dem- 
onstrated that if there is anything quicker 
than lightning it’s the paw of a catamount. 
The spring of my trap is 80 sudden that when 
the pan is touched the jaws will fly together in 
the tenth part ot a second. It may be imag- 
ined that anything that sete that trapoff has 
got to be tolerably lively if it gets out before 
the jaws fasten on it. I set the trap in the cave 
and on Sunday crawled into the cave to 
see if I bad the catamount. I had him. 
On seeing that he was only held by the 
tip of his toes on one fore foot Imade up my 
mind that it would not be very safe for me to 
tool with him untilI got him more secure. I 
knew that the cat had been so quick that after 
stepping on the pan of the trap he had almost 
succeeded in drawing his foot out before the 
jaws sprang to. A few minutes later I found 
out that that was not much more than snail’s 
work, compared with what be could do. I 
went home and got another trap, took it to 
the cave, set it and pushed it in until it reached 
the catamount, knowing that he would give 
it a dip with his pow and expecting of 
course to have him foul at the first trial. He 
struck the trap with his free foot, hitting the 
pea fair and uare. The trap snapped 
ike lightning, but it closed on nothing. That 
amazing movement on the part of the cata- 
mount s e me. I could hardly believe 
my cyes. ut there could be no doubt about 
the matter. I pulled the trap out, set it again 
and shoved it in toward the animal once more.

HARD KICKERS. 


The Test of the 8-Inch Bow and Stern Bar- 
bette Pivot Guns. 
By Telegraph to the POst-DISPATCH. 

NEW TORE, July 20.—Private letters from an 
officer and a machinist on board of the new | 
steel cruiser Atlanta to friends in the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard say that during the target 
practice in Gardner's Bay, duy before yester- 
day, the 8-inch bow and stern Barbette pivot 
guns recoiled with such force as to tear loose 
the tracks on which they turn, and also to rip 
up a portion of the heavy gun-deck. 


These guns are the heaviest ones 
afloat in the service, and those 
on the Atlanta are the first of them to be 


tested on board ship by our naval officers. 
The guns, carriages and tracks were 
thorouvhly tested at the Annapolis testing 
stution before they were puton board ship, 
and during the earlier trials there, one of 
them tore up the whole deck to which the 
track was bolted. These guns are mounted 
on the Pee open deck at the bow and 
stern of the veasel. A low, circular parapet 
of iron surrounded each gun to protect the 
gunners from missiles from small arms, 
and there is also an irom hogd over the 
gun for the same purpose. The _ recoil 
of the gun is checked by a hydraulic 
buffer on the carriage, and the carriage is held 
in place by heavy ciips which catch under the 
edge of the track. The rivets which hold the 
track go through the six-inch wooden deck, 
and are fastened tothe half-inch steel lining 
beneath. The axles and rivets were drawn 
out, the clips broken and the deck torn up. 
Just how serious the damage is could not be 


learned. No official report of it 
has reached the Navy Yard. The 
ofticers of the Boston are anxious to 


know the exact facts regarding the occur- 
rence. The Boston ls asister shipof the At- 
lanta, and the tracks for her 8-inch guns 
are laid in the same way. Her guns are not 
vet on board. The letters say that the dam- 
age was-done by a charge of ninety pounds of 
powder. The tracks will have to be much 
more secure to withstand the recoil pro- 
duced by a full charge of 120 pounds of 
powder. 

During the firing a live sheep was used to 
ascertain just how near men may stand to the 
muzzle of these great guns when they are fired 
without being killed by the concussion. At 
one discharge, the letters say, the sheep was 
blown clear over a hatchway and killed.

The Difficulty of Securing a Correction ina 
Big Daily Newspaper—Twe Days Spent in 
a Fruitless Effort to Read Offa Misstate- 
ment. 


On board a day coach of the great trunk 
line running from the battery via Sixth 
avenue to Harlem I fell in the other day 
with a ee cultivated old gentleman 
who now resides in Brooklyn. Together 
we enjoyed the delightful stretch of dark- 
red scenery and advertisements which 
greets the enraptured eye along eet ah oe 
scenic route. Together we inhal the 
thousand odors of hot, sour alleys and 
damp cellars, and together we looked 
into the second-story rooms where poverty 
lay panting in the awful heat that had 
accumulated all day and now shut down 
with the night like a stifling garment. 

He said something and then I said some- 
thing, and before long we were conversing 
with each other. A great Many conver- 
sations have no doubt originated in this 
way. 

Incidentally we got to talking about the 
press and what a great intiuence it wield- 
ed, and so forth, and then he said that if 
I would never mention his name he would 
teH me of an incident that occurred some 
ng ago when he first came to New 
- York. He said: 
generally aim to let the papers alone 
if they’ll let me alone, but when I first 
came here a friend of mine brought me a 
slip that he had cut out of a prominent 
morning paper in which my name was 
used in a way that made me mad.
